an exact census of the actual popula- 
tion of Paris, fired and floating, is Im- 
possible, says no, for the following rea- 
sons : First, In the five preceding years 
from which the average figures were 
computed there were two and a half 
years of war; second, in place of the 
men gone to the front Paris now has 
thousands of refugees, foreigners and 
workmen from the provinces. 
Be- 


sides, tLs men sent to the front repre- 
sent the healthiest portion of the popu- 
lation, while the proportion of those 
least nble to resist disease, children 
and old persons, to say nothing of ref- 
ugees, often much weakened, has been 
increased. 


There are also certain restrictions 


not of an alimentary nature that must 
be considered In accounting for the 
betterment of thp general health. The 
decrease in means of loc'omotion, fe—- 
er cubs, private automobiles, omni- 
buses and street cars has made peo- 
ple walk more. 
The reduction in 


street lighting and the closing of the 
restaurants and cafes at 9:80 have 
been responsible for more home life, 
which means that much less time spent 
in cafes, theaters and less solng out 
at night, consequently to other plnccs 
which with some persons leads to al- 
coholic excesses nnd for others offers 
-numerous chances of contracting con- 
tagious diseases such as giippe and 
pneumonia. 


More Daylight a Benefit. 


Finally the putting back of the clock 


one hour during nioie than half of the 
year has had the mos. beneficial ef- 
fects. People have itaycd longer out 
in the sunlight—the great purifier of 
the air or cities and tLe destroyer of 
noxious germs, which work best /_•• 
shadow and darkness. 


The direct results of the food re- 


strictions, which have affected nearly 
every one, were due to the following 
causes: The rise In the price of 
comestibles, the decrease In the con- 
sumption of bread, principally because 
the first wnr bread was unpalatable, 
and the rationing of sugar, meat and 
fish- 
* 


A curious effect, visible to every one, 


was that many people grew thinner. 
Outside of the general decrease In the 
usual amount of food because of in- 
creased cost this loss of fat can be 
logically attributed to the lessened 
consumption of the foodstuffs which 
are the principal factors In putting on 
fnt—bread 
and sugar and pastry, 


health. 


As to the victim of a disease !n 


which loss of weight Is seriocs and a 
generous diet necessary, for example, 
tuberculosis, they too seem to have 
benefited by the restrictions.. This may 
be only apparent and due to the fact 
that invalids of this class are largely 
In hospitals where they lack for noth- 
ing or .may hnve left Paris for the 
country \\here life Is easier. But sta- 
tistics, which do not lie, show that the 
number of deaths' from tuberculosis 
has been mu:h less than the number 
In preceding years.

There are months, as In August, for 
example, where, as against the usual 
average of 153 the weekly deaths have 
been 115, 135, 115 and 98, or for the 
entire month a total of 461, compared 
with the a\ erage of 612.

Novel Bed for Paralytics. 


One of the great problems in certain 


cases of spinal wounds with paralysis 
is'how to move the patient sufficiently 
to make his bed and tend his wounds 
without increasing his sufferings by 
moving him. The now bed solves the 
problem. Surrounding the bed just at 
the edge of the mattross is a rectan- 
gular framework of hollow metal pip- 
Ing. Connecting the two parallel sides 
are broad bands of webbing stretched 
across the mattress, and on these the 
patient lies. The two short sides of 
the framework, the one at tli? head of 
the bod and the other at (he font, are 
connected by' a geared wheel with a 
vertical steel post so that by simply 
turning a handle at tlio head ur foot 
of the bed tho framework, with .the \ 
patient lying on the webbing, can be 
lifted oft' the mattross wllhmiL his po 
sitiou being changed 'in tho least.
